Editors of the News: 


I see that Senator Humphrey, in 
his personal explanation made in the 
Senate on Monday last, took that oc- 
casion to make an unnecessary refer- 
ence to my connection with the 
“Swazey Suit.’”’” He does not accu- 
rately remember and unintenticnally 
mistakes, some of the facts, and to 
correct any misapprehension in refer- 
ence to myself in that connection, I 
beg to make this statement to the 
public through your paper. 

The State of North Carolina owns 
three millions dollars of the stock in 
The North Carolina Railroad Compa- 
ny. To pay for this stock, the State 
issued its coupon bonds for that sum, 
and pledged that stock in the statute 
authori 
of these bon.is at their maturity, and 
the dividends accruing from thestock, 
to the payment of the inferest accru- 
ing from time to time upon them. 

After the war the State failed to 
pay the interest and to make any pro- 
vision for doing so. ‘The Railroad 
Company made dividends, and by 
the terms and spirit of the pledge 
above referred to, the bondholders 
were entitled to the State’s share of 
them. These dividends were, how- 
ever, withheld from the creditors. 

Hence, in February, 1871, one 
Swazey, a holder of some of theState 
bonds so secured, brought his suit in 
the United States Circuit Court to 
establish his right, and the right of 
other holders of such bonds, to the 
stock of the State so pledged in said 
Compan , and rticularly to the 
State’s share of the dividends, to pay 
the interest accrued and accruing on 
the bonds. 

The late law firm of Phillips & Mer- 

rimon were associated with other 
legal gentlemen in and outofthe State, 
as counsel for the plaintiffs, and this 
fact was generally stated through the 
newspapers about the time the suit 
was brought. Among other clients, 
Phillips & Merrimon represented the 
United States, who held $100,000 of the 
bonds. The court granted an injune- 
tion, restraining the Railroad Com- 
pany from paying the State’s divi- 
dends to the Treasurer, and after- 
wards, on the hearing of the case, 
decreed that the plaintiffs were enti- 
tled to have the stock applied to the 
payment of their bonds when they 
shall mature, if the same shall not be 
otherwise paid, and in the meantime, 
to the dividends arising from the 
State’s stock, to pay the accrued and 
accruing interest on the class of bonds 
embraced by the suit. This decree 
was made in June of 1871. 
The dividends declared are not suf- 
ficient to discharge the accrued inter- 
est by nearly or quite a half million 
of dollars. Some of the plaintiffs 
counsel were of the opinion, that in 
equity, the stock, or a_ sufficient 
amount of it, might be sold to pay 
the accrued interest. I did not so 
think and dissented from such view 
of my associates, but in their absence, 
at their request I made,and the Court, 
entered a iotionin the “Swazey suit,” 
at June term 1873 of the Court to 
sell the stock to pay interest. The 
Court continued the motion for argu- 
mentto the late term of the Court 
here. 

The motion was then argued and 
denied, as I aprehended it would be, 
and I did not join in the argument 
because of the opinion I entertained 
ms reference to the merits of the mo- 

on. 

Senator ee is mistaken in 
saying that I told him at Asheville, 
that was not of counsel for the 

laintiffS in the ““Swazey suit;’’ I told 

im just the reverse of that and be- 
sides, it had been stated in repeated 
references made by the newspapers 
of the State to that suit, that Phil- 
lips & Merrimon were of counsel 
for the plaintiffs, and particular! 
that I had made the motion to sell 
the State’s stock in the Road. 

In the conversation at Asheville, to 
which he refers, I said to him that I 
was of counsel for the plaintiffS in 
the “Swazey suit,’”’ and that I had 
made the motion to sell the stock of 
the State in the Railroad 
at the instance of my Philadelphia 
associate counsel, that in my judg- 
ment the stock could not be sold to 
pay the interest due on the bonds— 
that it could and would be sold if 
need be, to pay the principal of the 
bonds when they matured and the 
rights of the plaintiff had been estab- 
lished by a decision of lhe Court— 
that some of my associato counsel 


thought otherwise would 
serious] press their motion 
to sellt he stock to pay 
interest. This is the substance of 


what I said in the conversation re- 
ferred to on this point. Several of my 
rofessional brethren knew that I 
eld this view from the beginning of 
this litigation, and I mention this 
fact in confirmation of what I here 
state. 

It is true that the Senator did tell 
me of his ‘‘Consolidation Scheme,’’ at 
Asheville. It is likewise true, that I 
joined most heartily in the plan to 
consolidate our railroads, and mainly 
with the view to complete the Wea 
tern North Carolina Railroad, but at 
that time I — the difficulties 
that lay in the way. I suggested the 
rights of the private stockholders in 
the North Carolinia Railroad Com- 
pany and the rights of the bond- 

olders embraced by the ‘‘Swaze 
suit,’”’?’ and we discussed at mue 
length various ways and means of 

ing by and over these difficulties. 
then believed as I do now, that 
these are the great difficulties in the 
way of the success of the plan. I 
then said that I would be rejoiced in 
the highest degree at the success of 
such a scheme. I did not then under- 


stand it the was a_ secret 
one nor was it mentioned to me in 
confidence. 


At the second interview to which 
the Senator refers—that in Raleigh, 
we,in the course of conversation 
again adverted to his ‘consolidation 
scheme.’’ I again expressed my wish 
that such a scheme should succeed, 
without reference to the details of 
any bill to to accomplish such a pur- 

, and I was gratified at the prom- 
sing prospects of success of which he 
then informed me, and I was never 
more sincere about any thing than 
in what I then said. 

After this interview, my Philadel- 
phia associate counsel in the “‘Swa- 
zey suit,” came to this city to argue 
the motion in that case to sell the 
stock of the State in the rail com-

When I 
met them, they had nearly complet-

Railroad Company, and thus deprive 
the creditors in the ‘‘Swazey suit’ of 
the fruits of their decree. 

The bill alleged a fraudulent com- 
bination the part of the principle 
defendants to effectuate such a pur- 
poseand it wasafterwardssworn, and 
& temporary injunction granted. I 
Knew, nothing of the'facts stated in the 
bill further than asI was then advised 
ands I learned them from rumor. The 
“consolidation scheme’’ was of pub- 
tie notoriety before this bill was pre- 
pared or thought of, so faras I know, | 
and my associate counsel were in full 
possession of it before I met or com- 
municated with them or any one 
else on the subject. Indeed the “‘con- 
solidation scheme”’ bill had been in- 
troduced in the Legislature before 
they arrived here. 

This suit for an injunction was 
avowedly and really in aid of the 
““Swazey suit’ and it was my duty, or 
rather that of Phillips and Merrimon 
to join in it as counsel and they did 
so, and [ do not hesitate to share m 
part of the reponsibility of it. If 
the suit is groundless, it will fail; if 
there are grounds for it, and the 
Court have said there are, then I am 
not to blame. 

If there is wrong in this, then I 
have done wrong—otherwise I have 
not. I am sureI would have been 
false to my trust if I had done less, 
and unworthy the confidence of my 
clients and everybody else. I am as 
sure, that any other respectable law- 
yer would have done as I did. 

_ithas been said,as I hear,that I reject- 
ed terms of compromise tendered by 
the North Carolina Railroad Compa- 
ny to the plaintiffs in the “‘Swazey 
suit,’”’” which my associate counsel 
were willing to accept. Such state- 
ment, if made, is absolutely false. I 
never heard that any terms of com- 
promise were tendered much less con- 
sidered, until 1 heard the false rumor. 
I am not and never have been hos- 
tile to the consolidation of our rail- 
roads, and especially with a view to 
the completion of our railroads in 
the West to the extreme western 
limits of the State. On the contrary, 
I am rejoiced at any prospect of ac- 
so desirable an end, 
and I have never said or done any- 
thing which in my judgment, con- 
travenes such a result. [ have not 
only the common motives of patriot- 
ism impelling me in that direction, 
but I have the strongest considera- 


tions of gratitude to the noble ple 
of the West and my personal and 
rivate interests as well. I do not 


now the provisions of the present 
consolidation scheme and cannot 
therefore speak of its merits or de- 
merits. 

The Senator alludes to the fact that 
I favored an exchange of the stock 
of the State in the North Carolina 
Railroad Company for the State 
bonds for which this stock so stands 
pledged. 

I think such an exchange would, 
under existing circumstances, be a 
wise one for the State, and promote 
the best interestsof the people. There 
stands the inevitable statutory pledge 
of the stock for the bonds, and the 
court has already decreed that the 
bondholders are entitled to the bene- 
fit of it—to the dividends arising from 
it to pay interest, to the stock itself, to 
pay the principle of the bonds, unless 
they shall be otherwise paid. The 
stock is now worth about thirty-five 
cents inthe dollar. If it shall be sold 
to pay the bonds, the purchaser will 
get it for greatly less than its par 
value. Then what is to be the result? 
TheState will have lost the stock, and 
one-half the debt of $3,000,000, be- 
sides accrued interest, which row 
amounts to about half a million dol- 
lars, will remain unpaid. I repeat, 
I sineerely believe that such 
an exchange would be wise and 
well for the State. No bond- 
holder ever suggested tome such an 
exchange. J donot know that a sin- 
gle bondholder would accept such a 
proposition—it would do no harm to 
make it. It will, I fear, be too late 
when the bonds mature to tender 
such exchange, for then the bond- 
holder may see that he can get this 
stock for a small price and still leave 
the State largely his debtor.

‘*econsolidation scheme.”’ 
a scheme will benefit the present pri- 
vate stockholders of the North Caro- 
lina Railroad Company ineluding the 
State, it would, for the same reason, 
benefit the purchasers of the State’s 
stock. Then every difficulty would 
be out of the way. 

No one regrets more than myself 
the embarrassed and em poverished 
condition of the Staie. I would re- 
joice more than I have power to ex- 
press, if the State were free from 
debt and could retain her interests in 
our public works. I would the diffi- 
culties in the way of consolidation 
which Iso pointed out to the Senator, 
were out of the way, but it is puerile 
and absurd to close our eyes to ob- 
stacles that are so manifest. It were 
far better to endeavor to remove 
them. And it is worse than a mock- 
ery—it is criminal, in to offer the 
suffering ple of the West, when 
they cry for bread, astone! 

So that I say, I am not conscious of 
having done any wrong or of having 
given any one just cause of com- 
plaint against me because ofthe mat- 
ters of which the Senator complains. 
Indeed, I presume he would not have 
complained, if he had been correctly 
informed in reference to the facts. 

I am conscious of having discharg- 
ed my duty in the ‘“ Swazey suit” 
towards all parties interested in it. 
I am not conscious of having done 
any wrong in that behalf and I am 
sy iling to abide the judgment of all

Incidents of the Loss of the Ville du 
_ favre. 

Some little incidents of th 
the Villedu Havre we rather here 
and there. The scene in aris on the 
receipt of the news of the disaster was 
very sad—crowds gathered about the 
different offices where news was ex- 
pected. All invitations issued by 
American residents were rescinded: 

An old shrimp fisherwoman lean- 
ed against one of the arcades. A child 
clung to each hand.

Five hundred children 
of Havre have lost their fathers by 
this disaster; one hundred and ten 
widows have been made there. All 
of them—children and widows—have 
been reduced to poverty. Heart 
rending scenes have taken place each 
day the Havre and Southampton 
steamboat has entered. When it 
was discovered that it brought none 
of the survivors, loud was the wail- 
ing. Itseemed asif the published 
reports were false, and that there 
were ho survivors,

to Malden to attend church, noticed, 
when about eight miles east of the 
town, a ship’s yaw] on the lake head- 
ing toward the beach and about half 
a mile away.

He sat bolt upright on 
the seat, the oar out behind, and both 
hands eclasping the handle, and _ it 
required hard work to wrench it from 
his death grip. He had used his oar 
to Keep before the wind and had fro- 
zen to death on his seat, where he 
was so firmly held by the ice that it 
had to be broken with a stone before 
he could be pulled off.”’
